Like others, he may be doing less 
worrying about where to put his 
money than about where and how 
to get money. Capital has to be 
created before it can be invested, 
and the process of wealth-creation 
has slowed up, all over Canada— 
all over the world in fact. When 
factories are closed the stockhold- 
ers do not draw dividends. When 
the coal mines are tied up by a 
strike the owners do not get inter- 
est on their investment, When 
men are idle they do not accumu- 
late savings. When the crops are 
growing we are not importing 
foreign money in payment for 
wheat. These are the sources out 
of which come the money 
yovernments borrow. When the 
sources are not being fed by pro- 
ductive industry the supply weak- 
ens, and the borrowers have to 
take what they can get and pay 
what is demanded for it. That, 
perhaps, is the fundamental 
reason Why a short term loan at a 
com paratively high rate had to be 
accepted when a long term loan 
was wanted at a lower rate.

The Massacre at Herrin 


The New York World reported 29 dead and ‘) 
wounded as the result of the massacre at Herrin, 
Illinois. The circumstances were as follows: A 
coal seam which lay near the surface was being 
operated by stripping and quarrying. That is, the 
overburden of earth was removed by = steam 
shovels, The coal was then quarried and delivered 
on the railway cars direct by other steam shovels. 
The process was the same as that followed by the 
Tofield companies cperating east of this city and 
by the Sterling at mile 47 on the Coal Branch, 
Expert miners were not needed and the shove! 
men and quarry men did not belong to the U.M 
W.A. Therefore they were not affected by the 
strike and continued to produce coal. Of course 
the coal so produced entered into ordinary con 
sumption, and to that extent aided in preventing, 
or postponing, the proposed dictatorship of the 
U.M.W.A. 

John Li Lewis, president of the U.M.W.A,. wir 
ed to the authorities of the organization at Her- 
rin and vicinity that the men employed in the 
stripping mines were strike-breakers which was 
notice that they should be treated as such, Follow- 
ing the receipt of this wire a mob estimated at 
five thousand men gathered from adjacent terri- 
tory and attacked the men employed in the 
stripping mines, for the purpose of driving them 
away from their work. The mob was armed and 
was met by armed resistance, both from the men 
actually employed on the work and from armed 
specials employed by the operators for the pro- 
tection of the men, The resistance offered was 
soon overcome by the overwhelming number of 
the attackers. The workers and specials were tak- 
en prisoners by the attacking mob. They were 
being marched away from the scene of the attack 
when a second attack was made upon them. Some 
were shot down, some were hanged, some were 
burned and some escaped. There occurred an 
orgy. of massacre that has not been equalled in 
the history of the United States since the days of 
the Iroquois or the Comanche. 

An Associated Press wire from Benton, Illinois, 
dated June 24th says: ‘Travelling by automobile, 
“‘forces of union coal miners in small parties 
“covered all of Franklin county and stopped the 
‘operation of every strip mine. No violence was 
“shown, and every sirip mine worker stopped 
“‘work without argument.’’ Franklin county ad- 
joins Williamson, in which Herrin is situated. 

The Herrin massacre was the argument, and 
it was overwhelming and conclusive. It was in- 
cited by the wire of President Lewis, who by it 
laid down the principle that coal shall not be 
supplied, if and when that can be prevented 
by force and terrorism, 

The United States system of law administra- 
tion is jbased ‘on the assumption that the people 
want justice, and if given the power, the local 
majority will enforce it. When the machinery of 
the law falls into the hands of a majority who 
have purposes other than justice to serve, of 
course justice is not done. That is the scandal 
of law administration in the United States. Ap- 
parently it is the condition that prevails in Wil- 
liamson county, for it appears that a coroner’s 
jury which sat at the inquest on the bodies of the 
murdered men brought in a verdict, not against 
their murderers, ‘but against the officials of the 
Southern Illinois Coal Company, which owned 
the mine or quarry and by whom the murdered 
men were employed. Although the jury did not 
find any cause of ‘blame ‘against the men who 
killed 29 of their fellow citizens while they were 
prisoners, but who were not union men, they did 
bring in a verdict of murder against the super- 
intendent of the coal company who had killed 
a member of the U.M.W.A. Killing is only 
murder in Williamson county when a member 
of the U.M.W.A. is the victim. 

Such verdicts under such circumstances would 
be comic if they were not so tragic. The massacre 
was terrible enough in itself, but the fact that it 
is specifically approved by those vested with 
lawful authority and responsibility, is even worse 
than the massacre, because it indicates tho, break 
down of all law whichis the only protection of 
right against jnight. ‘Following tthe massacre 
and the verdict, the stripping coal mines of 
Southern Illinois, which hitherto had been pro- 
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‘The Fair and the Weather. 


In the matter of weather the fair 


ducing, are now closed, and an important for- 
ward step hag been taken in bringing ithe coal 
consuming public to their knees before the power 
and might of the U.M.W.A, 

We in Canada must not assume that we are 
exempt from the conditions that have achieved 
such control in tthe United States. The coal 
strike in Canada is undér the direction of the 
U.M.W.A, as well as that in the United States, The 
orders of president Lewis are effective here as 
well as there. He does not lack supporters in 
Canada who apparently are as ready ‘to con 
done murder and massacre as are those in the 
United States. Nor do they lack means of im 
pressing their ideas upon minds receptive to their 
views. The Alberta Labor News of Juty Ist pub 
lished in Edmonton in its leading editorial 
specifically and unreservedly endorses tthe ver 
dict of the Herrin coroner's jury. The News 
says: ‘‘The deaths in Illinois were undoubtedly 
‘‘due to the hiring of armed thugs in the guise of 
‘“‘strikebreakers.’’ 4 . . .  ‘“‘The union men 
“broke into hardware stores to secure firearms, 
‘no doubt to protect themselvesyfrom being mur 
‘dered in cold blood... .”’ 

‘“‘When men are attacked like rats in a trap 
‘*by armed thugs, they; would be Jess than men 
‘Sf they did not,defend themselves."’ 

The reversal of facts expressed in the above 
quotations are worthy of note; and.as well somo 
important consequent sonsiderations, 

(1) The men murdered were not killed in an 
attack imade by them; nor even in the attack 
made on them, They were shot down, hanged 
or burned after they had surrendered to tho at- 
tackers, 

(2) The mine or quarry where they worked 
was not, and never had ‘been, under the U, M 
W. A., ,because the conditions of work did not 
require the employment of miners, ' 

(3) It was for the foregoing reason that the 
mine or quary had been permitted to operate 
during the strike as the men employed owed no 
allegiance to the U. M. W. A. 

(4) It was’ President Lewis’ telegram declar 
ing them strike-breakers that brought upon them 
the attack by a mob gathered in other localities, 
of U. M. W. A. men, which resulted in the mas 
sacre. 

(5) The men murdered were citizens of the 
United States, engaged in their ordinary and law 
ful calling; but because their work tended 
against the success of the strike they were at 
tacked and massacred. 

(6) As a result of the massacre, and the mis 
carriage of justice following it, all the stripping 
mines of the region have been closed—that is to 
say, the policy of massacre has been successful 
and the coal consumers of the United States are 
brought that much nearer to subjection to the 
demands of the U. M. W. A 

(7) The same coal strike under the 
authority is in progress in Canada, 


same 


(8) The same condition as to ‘stripping 
mines’’ prevails in Alberta. 
(9) Coal shortage during winter is a more 


serious matter in Western Canada than in south 
ern Illinois, 

(10) An Edmonton paper has, or believes it 
has, enough support to warrant it in unreserved 
ly endorsing the policy of massacre; and #0 indi 
cating a means of establishing the dictatorship 
of the U. M. W. A. in Alberta. 

(11) The situation is such as to warrant care 
ful thought on the part of the ‘‘bourgeoisie’’ of 
this favored city and province if they don’t want 
to freeze during the coming winter 

(12) Situated as Alberta is in regard to con 
trol of the machinery of the law and the admin 
istration of justice, it would be well for the 
aforesaid ‘‘bourgeoisie’’ (householders) first to 
lay in their winter’s supply of coal while they can 
get it, and before the cold weather sets in; and 
second, take counsel and give consideration as to 
how far the authorities of the province of Al 
berta and of Cenada will be found to be in ad 
vance of those of Illinois and of the United States 
should President Lewis wire an order applicable 
to District 18, Alberta, of like purport to that 
wired to the Williamson county, Illinois, branch 
of the U.M.W.A, organization.
